Mayor Oakley opposes 


landfill expansion 


Although Woodland Meadows Landfill 
is in Canton Township. Romulus Mayor 
William Oakley isn’t taking any chances 
— he says the planned expansion of the 
landfill is detrimental to the area. 

Mayor Oakley, in a letter to the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Resources, 
which has held hearings on the expan- 
sion, expressed his deep concerns about 
the landfill 

The landfill is located on Hanna Rd . 
just south of Michigan Ave The owners 
are seeking permission to increase the 
landfill capacity from more than 100 
acres to approximately 200 acres. 
According to discussion and hearings, it 
was learned that some toxic waste may 
be used dumped in the landfill, 

The Canton Planning Commission 
voted unanimously Monday night to 
deny the application for the landfill ex- 
pansion. 

Here is Mayor Oakley s letter to the 
MDNR on the city and his feelings: 

“As the Mayor of the City of Romulus. 
I would like to officially go on record as 
being opposed to the proposed expan- 
sion of the Woodland Meadows Landfill 
in Canton Township. Michigan 

The landfill, which would be located 
adjacent to our city at its northwest cor- 
ner. would then encompass 202 acres of 
land I believe that the proposed expan- 
sion will have a substantial negative im- 
pact on our community for the reasons 
outlined below 

First of all. the northwest corner of 
Romulus, the area of the City which 
would be most heavily impacted, is 
zoned R-1A. Single Family Residential 
Portions of the area are developed with 
single-family homes 

We consider this area prime residen- 
tial land because of its location in Ihe 


City. As you may be aware, the City of 
Romulus is severely impacted by the 
Metropolitan Airport located in the cen- 
ter of the City. 

Many of our residential areas are in 
the flight pattern of the airport, and are 
negatively affected by the noise of over- 
head aircraft. Further, the City of 
Romulus has numerous truck terminals 
and truck intensive industries which 
generate large amounts of truck traffic 
in and near some of our other neighbor- 
hoods This leaves the northwest area of 
our City as prime residential land that is 
not impacted by airport or truck traffic 

The expansion of the landfill up to our 
border would make this area an undesir- 
able place to live We would, therefore, 
be concerned about the current resi- 
dents. as well as the continued marketa- 
bility of the undeveloped residentially- 
zoned land The city must continue to 
provide decent housing sites for its resi- 
dents to enable our City to grow and re- 
main viable The expansion of the land- 
fill will hinder our ability to do so 

Secondly, we are concerned about the 
impact of the landfill expansions on the 
health and safety of our residents Por- 
tions of the northwest area of the City 
are not services by public water, neces- 
sitating the installation of wells The 
opportunity for contamination of our 
ground w ater and drinking water supply 
would be greatly increased by the land 
fill expansion Even with the greatest 
precautions accidental leaks and spills 
do occur at landfill sites, and we do not 
want the residents of Romulus exposed 
to that potential hazard Contamination 
of the Wilbur Drain due to overflow and 
back-ups is also a concern 

Expansion of the landfill site would 
pose other hazards for our community

A mixed breed Alaskan Malmute dog 
has been quarrantined by the Wayne 
Police Department after it fatally 
mauled a two-year-old boy late Sunday 
evening 

Dead of injuries sustained in the maul- 
ing is Eric Doyle Turner, the son of 
Doyle and Kathleen Turner of Bendix 
Street. Wayne. 

According to Police Lt Fred Stafford. 


is mauled 

the dog had been chained up in the back 
yard of the home next to the Turners, 
tethered on a 15-foot chain by a friend of 
its owner, who was caring for the anim- 
al The owner, also a Wayne resident, 
was out of town at the time of the inci- 
dent 

Stafford speculated that the child 
wander into the yard, coming unto con- 
tact- with the dog His parents heard the 


child scream and were able to get the 
boy away from the dog 

They rushed the child to Wayne Coun- 
ty General Hospital, where he died at 
about 10 22 p m The mauling incident 
took place at about 7:20 p m 

An autopsy will be performed to deter- 
mine the exact cause of death. Stafford 
said, adding that the dog will be quar- 
rantined for 10 days to determine if it 


might have rabies The quarantine is 
invoked in all dog bite cases in the city. 

Stafford is uncertain what will happen 
to the dog. following the quarantine 
adding that “nothing criminal hap- 
pend.” 

He went on to say that several maul- 
ings have occurred in the community, 
however, this is the first time in his re^ 
collection that a person died of the in- 
juries sustained

The Medical Service Plan (MSP) 
approved last June by the Wayne Coun- 
ty Board of Commissioners in a “last 
ditch’’ effort to revive the financially 
ailing county general hospital in West- 
land appears to have been just the right 
medicine — revenues are up $4,724,000 
over 1980 figures and are improving ev- 
eryday, a report released by Commis- 
sioner Norbert Wisniewski this week in- 
dicates. 

Wisniewski is a member of the County 
Board of Institutions and acts as a 
liaison with the Board. 

Prior to implementation of the MSP 
program July 1st. which allowed the 
facility’s 60 doctors to incorporate and 
provide medical services to the hospital 
on a contractual basis, there were bare- 
ly enough patients to fill 211 of the hospit- 
al’s 340 licensed beds Today, adult pa- 
tient bed days are up nearly 1.000 per 
month over last year. Actual figures in- 
dicate July, 1980 patient days were 
6,496; July. 1981 patient days, 7,086; Au- 
gust, 1980 6.745, and August. 1981, 7,720. 
Daily average has reached 249 as 
opposed to 210 last year. 

“Perhaps even more important than 
the increase in adult patient bed days,” 
said Wisniewski, “is the sharp increase 
in revenue. July. 1981 inpatient re- 
venues topped $4 610,000, compared to 
last year s $3,776,000 and August s im- 
provement was even greater, reaching 
$4,889,000 as compared to the August. 
1980 income of $3,957,000 Out-patient 
revenues increased $200,000 in July. Au- 
gust billings have not yet been reported

The State Secondary Road funds 
amount to approximately $1 million per 
year and are used by counties to pay for 
policing of roads, that are not main thor- 
oughfares and parks

date, and promptly borrowed $1 million 
from the National Bank of Detroit to 
bankroll the operation A spokesman for 
the Medical Service Plan said they ex- 
pect to have the loan repaid within a 
year.

Sounds of music

Is there anyone prouder than a parent 
whose child can play a music instru- 
ment?

Belleville seeks long term lease to control city’s park

Although it may not be a permanent 
ownership , the City of Belleville may yet 
wrangle the deed for “Victory Park 
from the Wayne County Road Commis- 
sioners 

The 2,5 acres of landscape in the cen- 
ter of the city has been the focus of con- 
troversy since citizens have complained 
that the park is slowly becoming an eye- 
sore due to lack of maintenance 

Mayor Juston Emerson. County Com- 
missioner R William Joyner and city 
attorney Ward Smith recently met with 
Michael Berry and the Wayne County 
Road Commission and they said they re- 
ceived assurances that a “long term 
lease which would allow the city of Bel- 
leville to maintain and control the park 
could be worked out

Some 300 Belleville residents, with 
councilman Jack Loria spearheading 
the drive have petitioned the road com 
missioners to relinquish their tradition- 
al hold over the park and allow the city 
to control the three acres located at F'ive 
Points and Main Street in the center of 
the city 

According to Joyner, tne Road Com- 
mission reportedly has cut back on the 
maintenance of all the parks because of 
the lack of funds 

Residents have been complaining, 
especially in recent years, that the park 
is deteriorating and that something had 
to be done, Joyner said I got involved 
at the request of councilman Lori who 
initiated the discussions \iith the Road 
Commission 

Joyner said that he felt that the repre- 
sentatives of the Road Commission and 
the City of Belleville would come to an 
agreement whereby the city would have 
jurisdiction over the park 


Road Commissioners said that they 
have already spent $5,000 this year to cut 
the grass, however. Mayor Emerson 
disputes that figure. 

That just isn t true, Justin re- 
portedly said “I don’t think they have 
been out there even once this year ” 

If a long term agreement is worked 
out between the two parties. Belleville 
would be willing to make more improve- 
ments in the park However, legally the 
park would remain under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Road Commission 
Victory Park earned its name after 
World War I It was a tribute to the men 
who fought and defeated Kaiser' 
Wilhelm’s Germany The land was 
deeded to the county by the Clark 
family. 

City officials said that because of lack 
of county maintenance in the park, resi- 
dents have donated their time to cut the 
lawn and control litter 
Belleville officially went after the 
park deed in September of 1980 when 


residents began a letter writing cam- 
paign to council and local newspapers 
City officials said that if they fail to 
convince the Road Commissioners that 


Belleville could maintain the park and 
keep it in better condition than-it is pre- 
sently. they would approach the state 
and federal governments for action.

Mack urges ‘fair share’ 
foster home policies 


To stop the proliferation of Foster Homes, the Van 
Buren Township board of trustees gave its stamp of 
approval to a Wayne resolution offered by that city ’s 
councilman, Milton Mack. 

Mack, in a four-point recommendation, urged state 
and county officials to look again at the foster care 
programs across the state. 

He urged state officials: 

• To adopt a ‘fair share’ policy regarding the place- 
ment of handicapped, mentally ill and retarded indi- 
viduals in the cities and townships throughout the 
state; 


• The cities and townships must be made an integral 
part in the planning and placement of these facilities, 
consistent with their land use responsibilities; 

• To encourage compliance, the fair share policy 
could be linked to state reimbursement of funds for 
various programs; and 

• The state should stop processing all adult foster 
care licenses until legislation is reviewed and revised 
and the fair share policy adopted. 

Mack pointed out that the proposals were formu- 
lated because of the ' special needs of t he handicapped 
and mentally retarded . “

Arnold Keller, M.A., C.S.W.

self image. He noted “if bedwet- 
ting is not corrected it can affect 
these areas.” 

Similarly, Dr. Joseph C. 
Molner, M.D. noted that “The 
correction of bedwetting is an im- 
portant mental health aid. It is 
very harmful to the child, distress- 
ing to parents and can lead to 
serious com plications later in life. 

Enuresis specialist Dr. Dennis 
L. Hunter agrees. He explained 
that most bedwetters are actually 
very deep sleepers and do not even 
know when the bedwetting oc- 
curs. 

“Parents are almost never to 
blame for a Iwdwetting problem.' 
he said, “but their failure to bed- 
train a child can be as serious as 
the lack of toilet training. The 
emotional damage that can ac- 
company waiting it out makes 
such advice a risky ^gamble,”

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Barden awarded cable TV franchise 


Battle of air waves continues

A native son who grew up in the com- 
munications business managed to grab 
the lucrative Cable TV franchise from 
four other competing cable TV giants. 

City Council Tuesday night awarded 
the franchise to Barden Company, own- 
ed by Don Barden, a native of Inkster 
who has a radio station in Ohio 

Barden Co. was picked over cable TV 
giants Teleprompter, which was recent- 
ly purchased for $165 million by the Wes- 
tinghouse Corporation; MacLean- 
Hunter, MetroVision, and Omnicom of 
Michigan. 

The council vote was 4-3 in favor of 
Barden with Mayor William Daniels 
casting the decisive vote. Supporting 
Barden were councilman Willie John- 
son, Joseph Davis and Ernest Hen- 
dricks Casting opposition were Mayor 
Pro Tern. James Colleran. Patrick 
O’Neil and Robert W Cullen 

A capacity crowd — with many resi- 
dents forced into the corridors because 
of the crowded council chambers — was 
on hand to hear council s decision. 

Also on hand was Donald Barden. 
President of Barden, who thanked coun- 
cil afterwards and said that he and his 
company would build a cable system 
that “we could all be proud of.” 

However, Colleran, the gadfly and 
watchdog of the council w as not satis- 
fied with the outcome of the close vote. 

“The decision that was made here 
tonight isolated Inkster,” said Colleran 
after the council meeting '.'I believe 
that Teleprompter was the best com- 
pany of the five. 

“And, I also feel that Barden doesn’t 
measure up to who I felt was the best 
company, and I sincerely believe that 
Teleprompter would have given this city 
better service and quality program- 
ming. They have the franchise in Dear- 
born and in Wayne and in Dearborn 
Heights — we now are sitting right in the 
middle, isolated by the decision we 
made tonight 

“And — and I want you to print this — I 
believe that this decision (to give Bar- 
den the franchise) had been a foregone 
conclusion 18 months ago,” Colleran 
said. 

Mayor Daniels disagreed with Col- 
leran s conclusions. He said “Barden 
will dp an outstanding job for us.” 

• 'Mr. Barden is a native of Inkster and 
attended our public schools,” the mayor 
added. “He has offices here in the city 
and will employ local residents. I also 


feel that we will receive more considera- 
tion from a local businessman than from 
one of the larger corporations. 

“Yes. I realize what the consultants 
said, but I feel they were overlooking 
some very important aspects in that 
Barden's is a local company And every- 
one has to start and be given a start in 
life somewhere.” 

Mayor Daniels was referring to the 
report prepared by Cable Television 
Consultants of Washington D C., which 
was hired by the city to help officials 
pick a cable company Mayor Daniels 
also noted “that even the consultants 
pointed out that we urge Inkster officials 
to consider not only our recommenda- 
tions but also their own judgments re- 
garding the responsiveness by the appli- 
cants to local needs and interests.” 
Major corporations — Teleprompter, 
MetroVision and MacLean-Hunter re- 
ceived very high grades. 

O’Neil said that he was disappointed 
in the council’s decision and he also 
quoted from the consultant’s report, 
saying it stated: “It is our conclusion 
that the technical plans of MacLean- 
Hunter and Teleprompter deserve a 
higher over-all rating than those of the 
other three applicants. MetroVision is 
regarded as being a close runnerup 
whereas Barden and Omnicom are not 
so highly rated.” 

O’Neil further quoted the report as 
saying that as far as service goes the 
consultant said: “We find the proposal 
of MacLean-Hunter, MetroVision, and 
Teleprompter to offer the greater range 
of services. Preferences among those 
applicants should be based on an indi- 
vidual preference for the local organiza- 
• tion and access support plans of the ap- 
plicant. 

“And that Barden and Omnicom, 
while offering less than the other three 
applicants, nevertheless offer a good 
variety of services.” 

Although Barden has received the 
primary go-ahead to build the local 
cable TV network, there are still legal 
hurdles that the company must clear be- 
fore the actual work can begin. 

Council must adopt a cable TV fran- 
cise ordinance — and it passed Tuesday 
night’s first reading by a narrow mar- 
gin. 4-3. Council must also meet with 
Barden representatives to discuss a 
timetable for the construction of the 
system. 

Councilman Davis, who placed in mo- 
tion that Barden be awarded the franch- 
ise — the motion was supported by Hen- 
dricks — was elated by the outcome of 
the vote

“I felt that Barden will offer the city 
residents an excellent service because 
he knows the needs of this community.” 
Davis said 

Hendricks also was satisfied that Bar- 
den has the ability and the capabilities 
to “get the job done” 

“Barden will do the job — he has in- 
tegrity and the hustle,” Hendricks said 
“Although, up to one week ago I had my 
doubts basically because of the consul- 
tant’s report , but I w ent back and reread 
that report and discovered that the con- 
sultants themselves admittedly said 
they found several omissions and con- 
tradictions in Barden s statements to 
them 

“However, these omissions were not 
deliberate but were due to the lack of 
knowledge and experience of putting 
together a proposal of this kind Barden 
had admitted that this was the first time 
he had had the task But when he came 
back with the answers to the consul- 
tants' questions, they, the consultants, 
refused to incorporate them into the re- 
port. arguing that they drastically 
would change the report 

“Had he (Barden) been allowed to en- 
ter the corrections, I’m sure he would 
have gotten a higher rating than hedid,” 
Hendricks said. 

Hendricks stressed that the franchise 
ordinance also has a stipulation on per- 
formance, that the successful company 
would have to live up to it or endanger 
the franchise. 

“We could disenfranchise the com- 
pany if we find that he is not living up to 
the performance,” Hendricks added 

Hendricks said that he was distressed 
by some of his colleagues’ statements 
that implied that Council didn’t do its 
homework in awarding the franchise. 

“They implied that they couldn’t see 
how we could make .our decision based 
on the consultant’s report and they also 
implied that this decision (to award the 
franchise to Barden) was made a year 
ago. 


“Personally, I take that as an affront 
and I think is w hat they are suggesting is 
that it is impossible to make a decision 
other than based on black and white — 
nothing could be further from the truth 
in my case and I can only speak for my- 
self. 

“My parents didn't raise me that way 
I hold the same positive values and vir- 
tues they had and some of the state- 
ments made tonight hurt me. 

“We have debated hot and controver- 
sial issues before, but never before 
seemed to take them personally. And I 
regret the implications made here 
tonight We have to get and be beyond 
that kind of thinking 

“And I feel that what we did here 
tonight is to give a minority company a 
chance to build something for all of us 
The vision we have here is that here is a 
young man, community-grown, — sure 
he went away lo seek his fortunes — but 
he came back to his own community, is 
investing in his community rather than 
somewhere else. 

“He’s trying to establish himself here 
where he has roots, and I 'm happy that I 
was able to cast a vote to help this vision 
get started become a reality,’ Hen- 
dricks concluded 

Barden is also seeking the franchise in 
neighboring Romulus Inkster will be 
his first venture to actually build a cable 
TV system He promised council that 1 
will build you a first class system.”

The Board has agreed to allow the Boosters to sell 
refreshments and to accrue the gate receipts at athle- 
tic events as well as pledge Board cooperation in fund- 
raising activities. 

The Board took further action Monday night to re- 
call Athletic Director, William Hardy, on a temporary 
contract until the November election to conduct athle- 
tics and facilitate opening the new lighted athletic 
facility available to Romulus residents at the Romu- 
lus Junior High site on Wick Road. Booster member, 
Baum indicated he felt the new night facility may give 
Romulus athletics the shot in the arm it needs.

Huron Township Superv isor Richard 
Sullivan wants to pay $51,000 to the 
Wayne County Board of Public Works 

But the county can't accept the money 
just now 

The matter was discussed at the 
Huron Township Board meeting last 
week 

According to Sullivan, the county’s 
sewage treatment plant in Flat Rock 
has been operating at a deficit since 
1970. and they are about $350,000 in the 


hole 

In 1979, we proposed to the county to 
resolve this deficit.’ Sullivan said Be-

Planning Commission 
has yet another task 

The Canton Township Planning Commission on Tuesday 
turned down a request from owner of the Woodland Meadows 
Landfill to double the size of its operations and refused to ignore 
that that landfill is accepting toxic wastes.

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French Landing Dam key to cheap energy 


In 1978, Van Buren Township was 
awarded a grant through the Depart- 
ment of Energy to determine the feasi- 
bility of recommissioning the French 
Landing Dam Hydroelectric facility 

This study, which was completed in 
February of 1979. was prepared by the 
engineering firm of Ayres. Lewis. Nor- 
ris and May, Inc Subsequently the 
Township received over 2 5 million dol- 
lars in federal and coutv grants for the 
renovation of the French Landing Dam 

These dollars were intertwined with a 
youth training program for unemployed 
and under employed youth in Wayne 
County 

However, before the repairs were 
totally completed the funding sources 
ceased awarding money for this type of 
a project Fortunately for Van Buren 
Township, we were able to repair Lhe 
most critical areas of the dam so that it 
could be returned to a qualified safe con 
dition It has been advised by the en- 
gineering consultants that the remain 


ing repairs and reconstruction be im- 
plemented in the future 

The production of hydroelectricity 
has become known to many entrep 
reneurs as a very lucrative business in 
which to become involved With the leg- 
islation that was passed by Congress in 
1978, offering hydro plant owners a 
guaranteed market for their electricity, 
this type of development has been 
labeled The Great Hydropower Boom 
of 1981 M 

As quoted in the New York Times 
Sunday . July 12. 1981 * In the last year, 
more than a dozen small companies 
have been set up to finance and con 
struct hydroelectric plants which use 
water as it passes through a dam or can- 
al to turn giant turbines that create elec- 
tricity The return on some of these hyd- 
ro plants can be compared to the profit 
from a successful oil-drilling project 

With the ground work having already 
been laid, the Township is in the very 
best position to pursue the completion of 


the French Landing Dam Project to- 
wards the production of hydroelectric- 
ity Cost analyses show that this would 
unquestionably be a profit-making ven- 
ture for the Township and there is fund- 
ing availability either through the 
purchase of revenue bonds or the invest- 
ment of private developers. 

Our analyses further show' that if the 
dam could be on line in 1983, Van Buren 
Township could foresee a net income in 
the first year of approximately $150,000 
after bond payments and operating ex- 
penses. Compounding the net income for 
35 years, the Tow nship could realize net 
profits upwards of 53 million dollars. 

The formula used in arriving at these 
figures were based on a presentation by 
Detroit Edison themselves, given to the 
State Public Service Commission pro 
jeeting that their avoided costs in 1982 
will average almost 6 cents per KWH 
with substantial increases expected af- 
ter that 

Under the Wayne County Community 


Development Block Grant Program, in 
the 1981-82 budget year, the Township 
allocated $50,000 to the French Landing 
Dam Project for materials and equip- 
ment Since the renovations were 
halted, we will not be purchasing mate- 
rials and equipment for the dam in this 
fiscal year 

However, in order to proceed with the 
project, the County suggested that we 
could convert these dollars into a plan- 
ning management capacity for use in 
determining the future of the French 
Landing Dam because the profitability 
in hydro-power is one of the best in today 
and future markets After many meet- 
ings with our consultants and other va- 
rious agencies, a plan has been devised 
to serve that purpose The specific tasks 
to be performed under this planning 
management capacity” are as follows: 

1 Update Hydroelectic Feasibility 
Study— Prepare a formal written doeu 
ment which can serve as the basis of 
either ( 1 ) bond financing, or (2) solicita 


tion of proposals from private develop- 
ment entities The update studv will re- 
flect current construction costs, current 
energy costs (as established by the 
Michigan PSC>. remaining dam repair 
work, and final hydroelectric develop- 
ment concept 

2 Power Contract Negotiations: Con- 
fer with electric utilities. MMPA, 
MMEA. and PSC to determine a power 
marketing scheme which w'ould render 
the most project cost effectiveness 
Negotiate a power purchase agreement 
needed to support the project 

3 Construction Financing: Confer 
with financial consultants to develop a 
marketable public financing package to 
support construction funding, including 
rates, terms, tax benefits, redemption 
schedules and reserve fund require- 
ments 

4 Licenses Permits Environmental 
Reviews and Public Referendums: Pre- 
pare and submit application and sup- 
porting documentation required for 


FERC (Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission) licenses (or exemptions), 
Michigan DNR. and other regulatory 
agencies. Assist Township with public 
referendum including development of 
explanatory literature, meet timely leg- 
al rules, publishing and conduct of pub- 
lic meetings. 

5. Preparation of contract documents 
for bidding 

Once the above tasks have been com- 
pleted, the Township would then be 
ready to sell the revenue bonds or secure 
the funding from private investors. 
Since President Reagan’s administra- 
tion has put a hold on all grant monies 
for production of hydropower and with 
the reins being pulled in on all federal 
grants, along with the belt being tight- 
ened on local government’s budgets, 
alternative sources for • ‘generating re- 
venues has become an important goal 
and essential need to prevent the eli- 
mination of services which communi- 
ties currently provide.

national defense and education (or 
.other social programs) as mutually 
Exclusive choices. 

This country needs both strong de- 
fenses and educational excellence. 
We can well afford both, if we are 
willing to work and sacrifice. (Did 
you know we spend more on recrea- 
tion each year than on defense or 
education?) 

First, let us correct the erroneous 
idea that we spend ‘billions for de- 
fense and pennies for education. ” 

In fact, according to one 1980 alma- 
1978 (most recent year avail- 
ible) our federal, state and local gov- 
ernment spending on education 
otaled $101 billion. (1978 defense 
pending was only a little larger at 
^40- billion.) 

I ir.ust reject the notion that def- 
ense has no social or economic 
value Many defense dollars go for 
research of great civilian value. Can- 
cer chemotherapy, freeze-dried cof- 
fee and electronic computers are just 
a few of the modern wonders that 
trace their ancestry to military ex- 
periments. 


Billions are spent training soldiers 
in technical skills. The military also 
has the largest remedial reading 
program in the country. In a sense, 
the military is America s greatest 
educational institution, graduating 
millions of trained workers for busi- 
ness and civil government 
Yet. as a British general has noted, 
defense itself is our most important 
social welfare service, because it 
keeps people alive and free. 

How happy would our people be if 
our overseas trading partners were 
conquered . our raw materials cut off, 
our homeland bombed or our govern- 
ment Communized 0 
Like police, soldiers produce no 
consumer goods — but they can keep 
what we have from being destroyed 
or stolen 

As for education, true learning 
cannot exist without the freedom pro- 
tected by our arms — not just here 
but around the world, because the 
search for truth requires internation- 
al cooperation, communication and 
travel, all in an atmosphere of free 
inquiry and free speech 
There would be no joy in building 
history’s finest educational system if 
it all/ wound up in smoking ruins be- 
cause we neglected our defenses. 
What comfort will schooling be for 
our youth if they must die in battle 
because we neglected to give them 
adequate weapons and training 0 
We’ve killed enough Americans 
with such short-sighted neglect in the 
past Please, not again.

“She is 
eighteen years old. Stand up Joyce 
and get Vardis’ file for me, will 
you. . . how big do you think her 
waist is?” My hot blood surged up 
and burned my cheeks, and I turned 
from the files in a fury, only to be 
stopped by the laser-beam of 
Fisher’s eyes, and the dancing, 
mirthful glee of my boss’s eyes. 

“She’s beautiful,” Fisher said. 

“Only one thing more beautiful,” 
J.H. Said. “And that’s the Chenille 
cup in the Metropolitan Museum in 
New York.” 

“Or maybe a field of buttercups,” 
Vardis said 

I was too young — I didn't know' 
how to handle it, and my soul was 
filled with misery and humiliation. 
Mr. Gipson sensed it and reached 
across and touched my hand. 

“We are teasing you. my dear.” he 
said. “It is the sport of old men to 
tease beautiful, innocent young 
women ” 


“Speak for yourself, Jim” Fisher 
grinned And then he turned serious 
as he heard my boss tell him that I 
wanted to become a great writer. 

“Don’t try now,’’ Fisher said. 
“You haven’t lived enough. Wait un- 
til your guts have been twisted right 
out of you and your heart ’s blood has 
been squeezed until there’s not a drop 
left. Wait until the red sunset re- 
minds you of the blood of your 
father’s, and the sound of the mounr- 
mourning dove reminds you of the 
loves you have lost. Wait until your 
tears can wash the dirt from your 
soul and laughter is saved only for 
those special moments with a love 
that you know will never last.” 

Four years later, Vardis Fisher 
w f rote “Children of God,” which top- 
ped the best seller list for many 
months and I came out of school . hop- 
ped into a journalist role, met my 
love, married, and had four children 
before I saw him again. 

• How are your brain children ? ” he 
asked as his eyes plunged into my 
brain, found all my secrets, wrested 
them from me. and then tantalized 
me with w hat he had found. And I felt 
the blood surge up and burn my 
cheeks once age n. and 1. found my- 
self casting my eyes down to the 
ground, for the laser-beam of 
Fisher’s eyes were too strong 
4 ‘ 1 have four children , ” I ventured 
“Ah, so you have done a bit of liv- 
ing,” he answered. “But don’t write 
until you can let a man embrace you 
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in his thoughts without your soul be- 
coming tortured in embarrassment. 
Let your feelings be free. Explore. 
Rush with open arms of the mind to- 
wards all who are rushing towards 
you. Leave provincialism behind. 
Know the world in all its finiteness, 
and the universe in its infinity!” 

I never saw him again, but I re- 
member they had once told him to 
forget writing. . . they had told him 
this at the university he was attend- 
ing when he was very young. But that 
was before he had lived, and ex- 
plored , and reached out into the infin- 
ity of beauty , and down into the soil of 
realism. 

I watched the two women put the 
book back on the shelf and heard 
them say, “Vardis Fisher. never 
heard of him . ’ ’ Something in me stir- 
red and I wanted to defend this artist 
I had known briefly a long time ago 
“Vardis Fisher wrote the best sel- 
ler CHILDREN OF GOD in 1939,” I 
said to them over the top of the book- 
shelf They turned and looked at me. 

“1939.” one of them shrieked “1 
wasn't even born in 1939! ”

No blood. 

There was never any blood in the 
movies of my mind. I figured it was 
my mind, and if I didn't want it all 
bloodied up, it was my business. 

No one pushed gore if you didn’t 
want gore. 

Still, if you were into gore, your 
scenes could be dripping with blood 


and no one would be any the wiser. It 
was your scene and your business. 

The layout of the scenes were your 
business, too. You could be teetering 
on the edge of a cliff at oceanside 
(Listen to those breakers! 

And that wind! 

There was always wind and 
crashing breakers at oceanside. 
That ’s how you knew' you were w here 
you were.) 

Or you could be hiding in a closet 
(amplified heavy breathing always 
meant you were hiding in some- 
thing.) . but it was your cliff and your 
closet and it w as like no one else’s in 
the w'orld. 


When I think about it now. radio 
was terrific. There was Sam Spade 
(Howard Duff was Sam. and I’ve 
heard that Mary Tyler Moore w as his 
secretary-girlfriend.

Sweet, fresh-pressed 
cider, caramel apples 
and sugary doughnuts 
still warm from the oven 
are just a few of the fall 
treats in store for visitors 
to southern Michigan’s 94 
cider mills, according to 
the Automobile Club of 
Michigan 


“Besides sipping cider, 
visitors also can pick ap- 
ples or Halloween pump- 
kins. buy fresh pre- 
serves, listen to country 
music shows, hunt for 
antiques or go on wagon 
rides at many of the 
mills, stated Auto Club 
Travel Operations mana- 
ger James Drurv 


Mills listed on Auto 
Clubs 1981 guide are open 
now and vary from mod- 
ern. stainless steel opera- 
tions, to century-old clap- 
board buildings with 
creaking old presses 
stained dark from many 
seasons of use. 


The state Department 
of Agriculture predicts 
that some 680 million 
pounds of Red and Gol- 
den Delicious. Jonathon 
and Spy apples will be 
plucked from Michigan 
orchards this fail. 


The total is down from 
last year's near-record 
harvest of 900 million 
pounds because of this 
year’s cool . rainy spring 


Despite the 24 percent 
drop in apples for press- 
ing. there will be plenty 
of cider available at 
prices only slight ly above 
last season," Drury said. 


A gallon of cider this 
fall should be priced from
